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NEW ABSTRACT 

A wheel suspension system for a vehicle having a body supported on a set of wheels each provided with a rim (35). A lower 
control arm (38) and an upper control arm (39) are pivotally connected to respective portions of the body. A roller bearing (50) 
having an inner race and an outer race (73) is disposed within the rim (35), coaxially relative to the rotational axis of the rim. A 
steering knuckle (40) is mounted on the outer race (73) and has portions pivotally connected to the control arms (38, 39), defining a 
steering axis (63) intersecting the rotational axis of the rim (35). A hub member (51) is mounted on the inner race of the bearing (50) 
and connected to an axle (26) received through an opening in the steering knuckle (40). 
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
